SONS AND HUSBANDS! 
CONSIDER THE MOTHERS!

Here is a subject men trade unionists, since they are sons 
and husbands, should inform themselves on. Then, the next 
time someone talks about our having a ‘welfare state” in this 
country, some sharp answers could be made. 

Visitors from other countries have asked many times why 
the United States is so far behind other industrial countries 
of the world in providing a national-system of maternity pro- 
tection for its women workers. 

In a study called “Maternity Production of Employed 
Women,” recently issued by the Woman's Bureau of the 
Government this problem is discussed by the authors, Ethel 


,Erickson and Hazel Hansen. 


These authors found that only one Federal law, an amend- 
ment to the Federal Railroad Unemployment Insurance act 


igave any benefits to pregnant employes. 


Federal employes have no special maternity leave. No 
state has any provision for maternity leave with pay for Civil 
Service employes. Health insurance rates are always greater 
where maternity benefits are included. 

Some union and union-management plans have maternity 
benefits for union women members, and some have benefits 
for dependent wives of workers. 

The reason we should hang our heads is that 34 other 
member nations of the International Labor Organization pro- 
vide more and better maternity benefits than does the United 
States.
